They are not sure, however, of 


the full meaning of tho chancel- 
lor's firm promise of aid to Italy 
if she were involved in an ideolo- 
gical war and his declaration: 


"National socialist Germany and 


fascist Italy are strong enough to 
safeguard peace against everyone; 
and to end resolutely and success- 
fully any conflict which irrespon- 
sible elements lightly start." 
Charting the course of Nazidom 
for 1939 In a two hour and 17- 
minute speech before the relschsag 
last night, the chancellor daclared 
his own belief In a "long peace." 
He set increasing world trade, 


to Include Latin American coun- 
tries, as a pressing need to bol- 
ster Gorman economy while the 
campaign for colonies is carried 
on, and advised the United States 
not to Interfere. 
Devoting much of tho address 
tartlng his seventh year in pow- 
er to the economic need for Ger- 
many's 80,000,000 people, the chan- 
cellor hinted the colonial Issue 
would be handled by negotiation, 


Only Want Colonies 


"Germany has not ten- torlal de- 
mands

and 
France apart from that for tho 
return of our colonies," he said. 


"While tho solution of this ques- 


tion would contribute greatly to 
tho pacification of the world, it is 
in no sense a problem whlclt 
could cause a war."

Forms For Making Returns 
Forms for filing returns of In- 


come for 1938 have been sent to 
persons who filed returns 
last 
year. Failure to receive a form, 
however, does not relieve a tax- 
payer of his obligation to file his 
return and pay Ihe tax on time- 
on or before March 15 If the re- 
turn is made on the 
calendar- 


year basis, as is the case with 
most individuals. 
Forms may be obtained 
upon 
request, written or personal, from 
the offices of collectors of inter- 
nal revenue and deputy collectors. 
A person whose net income for 
1938 was derived '-'nfly from sal- 
ary or wages and was not In ex- 
cess of $5,000 should make 
his 
return on Form KHDA. A 
per- 
son -whose net Income was in ex- 
cess of $5,000, or, regardless of 
amount, was derived from a busi- 
ness, profession, rents, or sale of 
property, is required to use Form 
10-10. Failure to use . the proper 
forms 
presents 
difficulties 
to 
both the taxpayer and the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. Therefore, it 
Is emphasized that a 
taxpayer 
who Is liable for a return and is 
engaged in a business or pro- 
fession from -which he derived a 
net income of let- than $5,000 is 
required to use Form 1040. 
The return must be filed with

Of the millions of 
income-tax 
turns that are filed anually, the 
vast majority are from salaried 
persons and wage earners whose 
Income is derived from personal 
services. 
In general, 
compensation 
for 
personal services should be 
re- 
ported for taxation purposes In 
the year It is received or unqual- 
ifiedly made subject to 
demand; 
Compensation credited to the ac- 
count of or set apart for a tax- 
payer, 
without any 
substantial 


limitation 
or 
restriction, 
and 
which may be drawn upon 
by 
him at any time, is subject 
to 
tax for the year during which 
so credited or set apart, although 
not then actually reduced to pos- 
session. If the services -were' ren- 
dered during the year 
1937, or 
even prior thereto, but the com- 
pensation was not received, 
or 
made unqualifiedly subject to de- 
mand, by the taxpayer until the 
year 1938, the entire amount is 
taxable In the year received or 
made unqualifiedly subject to de- 
mand, when the taxpayer is re- 
porting on the cash receipts and 
disbursements basis, which is the 
basis used by most persons in 
reporting net income. 
Tha names of all employees to 
whom payments of $1,000 or over 
a' year are made must be report- 
ed. 
The 
information 
return 
should be made on Form 1099, ac- 
companied by transmittal Form 
1099 showing the "numb or of re- 
tuisns filed. These returns should 
bo filed on or before February 
15, 193D. 
t 
All of the various types of com- 
pensation, unless specifically ex- 
empt by statute, or exempt by 
fundamental law, should be in- 
cluded In the taxpayer's return of 
gross Income, such as salaries, 
wages, foes, commissions, bonuses, 
tips, honorariums, prizes, awards, 
retiring allowances for past. ser- 
vices, etc. Where 
services 
are 
paid for in whole or in part with 
something other than money, the 
fair market value of the thing 
taken In payment must be in- 
cluded as income. Other 
items 
subject to tax are fees received 
by ministers of the gospel for fu- 
nerals, 
baptlams, 
masses, 
and 
like services; executors' fees; di- 
rectors' fees; Federal jury fees; 
and prizes received in contests of 
various kinds. 
The salaries of Federal officers 
and employees are subject to tax, 
including - the salary of the Pres- 
ident ' of the United States and 
judges of courts of the 
United 
States taking office 
after 
the 
date of enactment of the Revenue 
Act of 1982, •which -was June 6, 
1933. The salary of

president of the United States.

Who Must File Returns 


Returns are required of every 


Individual who is single or who 
is married but not living 
with 


husband or wife who for the year 
had a gross Income of $5,000 or 
more or a net income of $1,000 
or more, and of every individual 
who is. married and living with 
husband or wife, if no joint re- 
turn Is made and If (1) such in- 
dividual has a net income of 
$2,500 or more or a gross income 
of $5.000 or more and the other 
spouse has no gross Income, or 
(2) 
such 
individual and 
his 


spouse each has a gross Income, 
regardless of the amount of net 
income, and tho aggregate net In- 
come of the two Is 
$2,500 
or 
more, or (3) such Individual and 
his spouse each has a gross In- 
come and the aggregate gross in- 
come is $5,000 or more. Widow- 
ers, widows, divorces, and mar- 
ried persons separated by mutual 
consent are classed as single per- 
sons. 
The personal exemptions 
are $1,000 for single persons and 
$2,500 for married persons living 
together and for heads of famil- 
ies.Husband and 
wife 
living to- 


gether* at the close of the taxable 
year may file a single joint re- 
turn (even though one has no 
gross Income) or make separate 
returns of the income of each. If 
separate 
returns are 
filed, one 
may not report income which 
belongs to the other, but must 
report only the income which act- 
ually belongs to him. If a joint 
return is filed, such 
return 
Is 
treated as a taxable unit, and 
the normal tax and the surtax. 
The liability with respect to the 
tax on a joint return Is joint and 
several. No joint return may be 
made if either husband or wife 
Is a non-resident alien. 
If a Joint, return is not made 
by an agent of the taxpayers it 
must be signed by both husband 
and wife and sworn to before a 
proper officer by the spouse pre- 
paring the return, or If neither 
or both prepare the return, then 
by both spouses.

the 
joint personal exemption of $2,- 
500 may be taken by either or 
divided between them in any pro- 
portion as agreort upon.

WASHINGTON,

Senator Wheeler (D-Mont) advo- 
cated government fixing of farm 
Prices today as a means of plac- 
ing agriculture on an equal basis 
with labor, business and Indus- 
try. 


"After all, everything is on a 


price-fixing basis except the farm- 
er," the westerner 
told the sen- 


ate agriculture committee. "If we 
go on we will only succeed in re- 
ducing tho farmers of this country 
to a- peasant class." 


Wheeler made theso comments 


at a committee hearing on a "cost 
of production" farm bill offered 
as a substitute for the present ad 
ministration crop control act. 


Despite the trend or evidence 


administration 
leaders 
expressed 


doubt that any substitute farm 
program would be enacted this 
session. 


"It there are going to be any 
major changes in the crop con- 
trol act, I think they probably 
won't be effective this year," com- 
mented Chairman Jones (D-Tex) 
of tne house agriculture commit- 
tee. 


Two factors were emphasized by 


Hep. 
Hope (H-Kans), senior min- 


ority member of the house com- 
mittee. 


"While there Is a great deal 


of opposition to the present act,' 
he said, "this opposition comes 
from such divergent sources thai 
It seems to me unlikely opponents 
will bo able to effect any Im- 
mediate, major change. 


"It also seems to me that it 


would be poor politics for 
the 


republicans to advance any sub- 
stitute program at this time." 


The administration is expected 


to offar a few amendments to 
the present law intended to im 
prove

operation. 


One probable amendment wll. 


deal with commodity loan poli- 
cies, which have led to sealing of 
11,000,000 hales of surplus cotton 
under government loans to grow- 
ers. Critics assert this has re 
tarded sales of cotton both al 
home and abroad.

sales of this cotton to growers 
agreeing to make sharper reduc- 
tions In 1939 planting than now 
planned. 


Another 
suggested amendment 


would exempt small wheat produc- 
ers from strict marketing contro 
provisions. 


The administration has 
hopes 


of getting othrfr cotton and wheat 
producing nations to agree on a 
program designed to adjust work 
production to needs. World co- 
operation of this kind, officials 
said, would make the American 
farm law more effective In re- 
storing prices.

cents per gallon for the three 
grades of gasoline offered for sale 
jt service stations, compared wltr 
a former schedule of 12, 14 and It 
cents. Retail prices were posted al 
14, 16 and 18 cents. The .former 
schedule was 16, 10 and 21 cents 
per gallon. 
Local Texas company 
officials 
reported they had met the new 
schedules of prices both wholesale 
and retail effective Tuesday after- 
noon. Sinclair agencies reported 
they had also placed the same 
schedule In effect Wednesday morn- 
Ing.

Magnolia officials reported Wed- 
nesday morning they had also re- 
ceived the lowered tank wagon 
prices, but 
retail 
prices varied 
slightly with some of the others 
and most service.stations were re- 
ported posting prices of 15, 17 anc 
10 cents per gallon. 
Gulf, Cities Service and Humble 
representatives said about noon 
they expected orders to meet tho 
lowered prices at any time but they 
nad not arrived up to this time 
Humble stations also had a slight- 
ly varying retail schedule of 14, 18 
and 20 cants. 


Wholesale dealers In most In- 
stances said they had nothing to dc 
with the retail schedules posted 
and these were set by the service 
station operators thomelves. 
East Texas gasoline dealers re 
oorted there had been no change 
ind none was anticipated at this 
time. Fost dealers had retail prices 
of 13 cents posted. .

chase of the quarter of the block 
now occupied by the Y. M. C. 
A. and was responsible for the 
consummation of this exchange, 
which was consummated on April 
27, 1012. The wisdom of this ex- 
change for the Y. M. C. A.'s bene- 
fit has long been borne out. 
In '1913 when it was proposed 
to build a Y. M. C. A. building in
